Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Claims 1 and 9 are allowable because none of the reference cited in record 
disclose or suggest all the limitations in either claim 1 or 9, especially the 
limitations a pre-write area in a position corresponding to the power adjustment 
area in the second layer, an area equal to the power adjustment area in the second 
recording layer plus a restricted area adjacent the power adjustment area in the 
second recording layer, no information being recorded in the restricted area until 
recording in the corresponding area in the first recording layer is completed, and 
the first recording layer or the second recording layer has recording management 
area in which is recorded information used when information is recorded on the 
optical disc, address information of a final recorded end of the pre-write area being 
recorded in the recording management area.
